Eloquent Address of Congressman Newlands When

It was a magnificent assemblage that |

Natioral Silver Convention to order at noon 
to-day. 

The delegates were men of big brains and 
wide understanding. 

There were great statesmen among them, 


of the National Congress; there were fa- 
mous lawyers and famous journalists, stud- 
lous, thinking men, and there were men 
‘whore force of character and integrity have 
madt them conspicuous figures in the busi- 
ness world. ' | 

These men had gathered with a common 
purpose—to battle against the common ene- 
my of the common people—the money chang- 
ers of Wall street. 

They had met as the friends of free sil- 
ver. 

Music Hall presents a striking appear- 
ance and seems to presage victory for the 
candidate to be nominated within its walls 
to-day. 

The decorations are tasteful and artistic. 
There is an abundance of bunting, but it is 
distributed with an eye to harmonious col- 
oring and the effect is pleasing. 

A small portrait of Washington, framed 
in the National colors, occupies the center 
of the balcony rail and confronts the stage. 
There are no other pictures of eminent 
statesmen, dead or living, in sight, and the 
Father of his Country geems to be smiling 
apprcvingly on the crowd that is slowly 
assembling below. 

The convention promises to be brief, busi- 
ness-like and harmonious, 

It has its work cut out for it and there 
will be no disturbing elements to ruffle the 
serenity of the proceedings. 

There will be no Middle-of-the-Roaders 
to set the convention by its ears. 

The delegates are animated by a common 
impulse and actuated by a common purpose. 

Loyal to the cause of silver, they know 
but one practical way to accomplish the,end 
that is dear to their hearts. It is the nomi- 
nation of Bryan and Sewall and upon that 
all are in accord. 


The Bimetallic League owes its origin to 
causes that no longer exist. 

When it was organized the cause of silver 
was without a compact, united and resolute 
organization to back it. 

The Bimetallic League was established to 
supply that want and its efforts were mainly 
directed towards the adoption of its views 
by one of the great political parties.

The Senator is a tall, slim man arrayed 
in black and of clerical aspect. He wears a 
brown mustache and beard and his: hair 
of the same color is beginning to thin at 
the top. 

Newlands wears a light colored suit of a 
checked figure. He is smooth shaven and 
has a striking face. His aqueline nose and 
well modeled features and piercing eyes 
suggest alert intelligence and quick percep- 
tion. 

St. John wears his brown whiskers En- 
glish style and his appearance is dudish. 
He wears a black coat, light colored trous- 
ers, and his shirt front is covered by a 
white scarf. His manner is polished and 
courtly and he would be picked out as a 
banker anywhere, 

When Chairman Mott came forward at 
12:30 to call the convention to order the del- 
egates for the moment ceased the use of 
fans and roused from the torpor caused 
by the awful heat and indulged in some 
enthusiastic cheering. 

When the call had been read, Congress- 
man F. G. Newlands was introduced by 
Dr. Mott as temporary chairman. 

His opening address was listened to with 
eager attention, despite the smothering at- 
mosphere.

Eloquent Address of the Temporary 
Chairman at Silver Convention. 
Gentlemen of the Convention: 
In January last a conference of the lead- 
ing bimetallists of the country was held 
at Washington. The expectation at that 


time was that both the Democratic and 
Republican parties would at the coming 
national conventions either declare for the 
gold standard or would seek to deceive the 
voters by evasive platforms, and anticipat- 
ing this the purpose of the conference was 
to inaugurate a new political movement 
for the unification of the silver forces of 
the country regardless of former political 
affiliations. A national convention was 
called, ad as the result of the organization 
which bas since taken place in almost ali 
the States of the Union, the National Silver 
party meets to-day to determine what 
course will best advance the cause which 
we have at heart. 

The Democratic 1 has declared for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver ct the 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for inter- 
national action. While it has made other 
declarations , \ Its platform, it has an- 
nounced tha silver question is the 
paramount isst of the day, and that to 
it all other questions are to be subordinated. 
It has nominated a candidate of unim- 

achable character, of exalted ability, of 
nflexible integrity, of high purpose, who 
has never faltered for a moment in his de- 
votion to the cause of bimetallism. Firm 
but not headstrong, confident but not self- 
sufficient, near to the people but not dem- 
agogic. determined for reform, yet without 
a ngle incendiary speech or passionate 
utterance to mar his record, possessing a 
happy combination of the oratorical and 
logical quaiities, your, courageous and en- 
thusiastic, yet deliberate and wise, he stands 
as the ideal candidate of a movement 
which, though termed a movement for re- 
form, really means a return to the wise con- 
servatism of our fathers. ft

Mr. Flower is well known throughout the 
country as the editor of Arena of Boston, 
Mass. He is also 2 delegate-at-large from 
Massachusetts to the Silver Convention. 

The editor of Arena is apparently a young 
man. His face is clean-shaven, and his ex- 
pression almost that of youth. But his 
dark eyes are keen in spite of the gold- 

apectacles through which they peer, 
he high forehead is rendered more in- 
tellectual by his wavy black hair, which he 
combs well back. ° 

Mr. Flower arrived in St. Louis Tuesday 
night with St. John of New York.

There are ludicrous elements in the con- 
vention, and the bravest and most sordid 
passions of humanity show in spots like 
moth patches on a woman’s neck, but be- 
neath the surface the main purpose moves 
swiftly. steadily, strongly. 

It is the stern unyielding will of a people 
seeking relief from the evils that they have 
long felt, but only recently recognized. 

Powerful efforts have been made to cor-

Whether the measure of success is enough 
to cause rejoicing in the heart of Mark 
Hanna remains to be seen. 

It was first proposed that the Populist 
Convention should meet at 10 a. m. Wednes- 
day, but later 12 o'clock was agreed on. 

This was done to allow a formulation of 
the plans which were exceedingly chaotic 
in the early hours. 

There was a stiff fight on between those, 
who wanted Senator Marion Butler of 
North Carolina for temporary chairman and 
the middle-of-the- road“ extremists who 
were actively working to secure the over- 
throw of Butler and the selection of O. 
D. Jones of Missouri. 

This, the main contest of the first day, 
was being fought out up town. 

As it waxed hotter and hotter it kept 
the leaders away from the Auditorium, 
and held in the corridors of the hotels most 
of the delegates. 

The Auditorium was a desert of empty 
chairs at 10 o’clock. Here and there an 
oasis of whiskers broke the monotony end 
occasionally two or three bustling patriots 
would mingle their beards in busy confer- 
ence. 

Sergeant-at-Arms McDowell's assistants 
had a lonesome time until near noon. 

They had nothing to do but wander 
about and discuss the condition of crops at 
home. 

When the delegates began to come in 
there were kicks innumerable over the plan 
of seating the delegations by States. 

Texas and Tennessee, two of the most 
rampant “middle-of-the-road” States, found 
that they had been cut out of the @over 
pasture in front of the speaker's platform 
and relegated to the stubble field on the 
extreme left of the hall. 

At the Republican convention this space 
was occupied by the people who paid d a 
seat for tickets to Hanna’s circus. 

Oklahoma, Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, 
Washington and Indian Territory found 
they were similarly located on the extreme 
right of the hall. 

The choicest locations in the space direct- 
ly in front of the platform were, given to 
I}linois, Kansas, Nebraska, Miss'ssippi, Cal- 
ifornia, New York and Massachusetts.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., July 22.—On the eve 
of the great bettie there is apparently no 
change of the alignments from that des- 
eribed in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. The 
prophets have gore out of business and 
the leaders are making no boastful! claims. 
It is evident that the fight for the guberna- 
torial nomination is going to be the most 
exciting contest in the history of Missouri 
politics. Webster Davis’ stock took a live- 
ly spurt last night under the influence of 
marching corps and flambeau clubs that 
made this town resonant with wild shrieks 
and hideously brilliant with fire works until 
way past midnight. 


The Beautiful Boy’s rooters are the most 
vociferous perhaps that were ever gath- 
ered anywhere, and if the nomination had 
been left to a vote of the crowds last 
night Davis would probably have won it 
unanimously. But the enthusiasm for him 
was checked this morning by the arrival 
of 500 of Maj.

By that average of some $8,000,000 
there was added to our currency each three 
months about as many silver dollars as 
were coined by our Government during the 
entire period of eighty-five years prior to 
the limited coinage law of 1878.

Eastern press as to the purpose of this 
movement. It is not intended to pay debts 
with 50-cent dollars, or to drive away gold, 
or to debase our currency. Our purpose 
simply is, by increasing the coinage and 
use of silver and by giving it equal privi- 
legen with gold, to raise its value, and 
diminishing the strain on gold which gold 
monometallism has caused to take away its 
unjust appreciation; and thus by pulling up 
the value of silver and pulling down the 
value of gold, to restore the old ratio, 80 
that 16 ounces of silver will be ‘worth (in 
bullion as well as in coin) 1 ounce of gold. 
Thus the old unit of value—the dollar— 
based on both metals instead of one, will 
be restored, and we shall have a gold dol- 
lar worth 100 cents in silver and a silver dol- 
lar worth 100 cents in gold. If we are 
asked why this ratio is determined upon, 
our answer 1s not only that that has been 
the customary ratio for years; but also that 
the total stock of silver coin in the world 
is four thousand million dollars; that the 
total stock of gold coin is approximately 
the same, and that if the total stocks of 
silver and gold were each melted into a 
sclid mass the silver mass would be about 
sixtecn times as great in weight as the 
gold mass. 

England's wealth consists in gold. Our 
wealth consists in property and prospects. 
England is a creditor nation; the nited 
States is a debtor nation. England is in- 
terested in having money dear and produ- 
ucts cheap. We rely upon good prices for 
our products in order to pay our foreign 
debts. England proposes to pursue a pol- 
icy which will increase the value of the 
gold that she owns. Ought not we to pur- 
sue.a policy, which will increase the value 
of the property we own, and of the prod- 
ucts that we export? Do the imitators of 
English policy in this country realize that 
there is a difference in interest between 
the buyer and the seller, between the cred- 
—— pation and the debtor or producing na- 

on 

What should be our policy? Why, to in- 
crease the use of silver and in that way 
increase its value, so as to restore the old 
parity with gold. We find that the disloca- 
tion between gold and silver has given the 
advantage in production to countries that 
are not on the gold basis; that their farm 
products (whose prices are stable in silver 
although reduced in gold) are competing 
with ours in foreign markets to our own 
disadvantage, and that their manufactured 
products, produced at a labor cost stable 
in silver but reduced in gold, offer a men- 
ace in the future to our home manufac- 
tures, protected though they be by ee 
laws We have at stake the interest of the 
greatest debtor nation of the world; of 
the greatest silver producing nation of the 
world; of a nation yielding the greatest 
amount of farm products in the world— 
farm products on which we rely for the 
payments of our foreign debts, and the 
prices of which have been driven duwn 
in gold as —— has fallen. 

The Republican party proposes to confine 
our bimetallic negotiation to but three coun- 
tries—England, France and Germany— 
whose interests as gold owning and credit- 
or nations are directly opposed to our in- 
terests, while it ignores the numerous debt- 
or and producing nations with which an 
effective alliance might be made for the 
increase of the use of silver. 

Where is the gold of the world? Refer to 
the Mint Director's report and you will find 
that of the four thousand million dollars 
of gold in the world (all of which if melted 
into a solid mass would occupy a cube of 
only 2 feet), one-half is actually located in 
England, Germany and France, Look at 
the registered list of bonds and mortgages, 
and you will find that the other half, though 
scattered m other countries, is tied by the 
string cf bond and mortgage to those three 
creditor countries, so that it can be drawn 
away at any time from debtor countries, 
thus prustrating their business and imper- 
iling their finances. 

But enough of international conferences! 
It has simply deen used as a club to beat 
down national action on the sfiver ques- 
tion. Are ur opponents, 8 ex- 
aggerating the difficulties of the task be- 
fore us? Remember that in order to re- 
store silver it is Only necessary to ab- 
sorb the current product of the mines, 
The accumulated stock is in the shape of 
coin, bearing the stamp of various gév- 
ernments, and it is absurd to assume thai 
the owners of such coin will send it here 
simply to receive the American stamp.

The representatives of the people now 
assembled in St. Louis have an opportu- 
nity that does not come to the individual 
more than once in a lifetime, or to a peo- 
ple oftener than once in a generation. 

The campaign for Bryan and Sewall 
has started off with every indication of 
success. The Post-Dispatch can recall no 
political campaign in which the signs 
were so promising at the beginning. 
There have been losses that were ex- 
pected, but these have been more than 
offset by gains that indicate a landslide 
in States which will have a controlling 
influence upon the result. 

Nothing is more certain than that if all 
the elements that believe in bimetallism 
and demand the restoration of the free 
coinage of silver will get together for vig- 
orous and aggressive work, Bryan and 
Sewall will be elected in November by 
large majorities in the Electoral College 
and in the popular vote. 

There can be no doubt that this con- 
summation is most devoutly wished by 
the great masses of the Popllists as well 
as by the Democrats. De!egates who 
should represent the people in this mat- 
ter, but who allow themselves to be 
placed in a position of antagonism to the 
wishes and needs of the people, are in 
the strictest sense of the term traitors 
to the cause which they pretend to be 
championing. 

After these conventions are over, del- 
egates must return to the people who 
sent them. They will be held to a strict 
accountability. If, instead of aiding in 
the effort to secure a redress of the peo- 
ple’s grievances, they have by their ac- 
tion thrown obstacles in the way, they 
cannot escape condemnation. The peo- 
ple are too wide-awake to be fooled and 
are in no mood to condone betrayal. 
There is a hereafter in politics, and this 
year at least punishment will be apt to 
follow close upon the crime. 

What will the Middle-of-the-Road fan- 
atics say to their constituents when they 
return home and are confronted with 
the charge that instead of aiding the peo- 
ple’s cause they have clouded the bright- 
est star of hope that has been seen in the 
political heavens in thirty years? 

This is a time for sober thought and 
the retirement to the rear of noisy brawl- 
ers and blatant self-seekers.

Is THIS REFORM? 

The Walbridge train for the Republi- 
can State Convention was loaded with 
city employes. They ranged all the way 
in rank from heads of bureaus and de- 
partments to day men employed in the 
street cleaning branch. An inspection of 
the list published in the Post-Dispatch 
shows that every branch of the munic- 
ipal service contributed its quota to the 
official army which went to Springfield 
to shout for Walbridge and reform.

$90,000,000. This is not a sudden outburst of 
long-repressed patriotism, but is meant as 
a political object lesson, the plan being 
to tide the Treasury over till after the

The exchange of gold for legal tender is 
Only a small part of the plan agreed upon 
by the bankerg They think that this ac- 
tion will ebe e porte of gold until the 
export movement in cotton furnishes a suf- 
ficient amount of exchange to supply the 
requirements of importers and others hav- 
ing remittances to make to Europe. In the 
meantime, money will be needed to move 
the cotton and other crops. 

The Treasury has practically cornered 
legal tender notes, so that by exchanging 
their gold for legals the banks share in 
the corner. It is their purpose to advance 
interest rates on loans and tighten up the 
money market in this country; with a view 
to inducing imports of gold to meet the de- 
mand at higher rates. Mr. Morgan, who 
succeeded for a time in cornering exchange, 
under his bond agreement with the Treas- 
ury, is credited with the authorship of this 
gcheme. ‘ 

The bankers, while professing themselves 
wnable in the past to keep the Treasury 
reserve up to the $100,000,000 mark, are now 
supremely confident that they can control 
the situation. They do not want an issue 
of bonds. The scheme now in hand they 
believe good for educational, as well as 
practical purposes. Some of the bankers 
dissent from this view, however, and while 
conceding that such an operation as that 
proposed may have a good sentimental ef- 
fect, it will only postpone the day of reck- 
oning, when a great upheaval may be 
looked for. 

The monentary effect of the agreement 
between the bankers is to restore specula- 
tive confidence; but even this is ephemeral, 
as was inetanced Tuesday when the stock 
market, after a period of strength, slumped 
off at the close.

PUBLIC INTEREST WAS SMALL. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury Per- 
formed the Ceremony and Made 
a Short Address. 


LONDON, July 22.--Princess Maud, third 
daughter of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, was married at 12:30 o’clock to-day 
to Prince Charles, second son of Crown 
Prince Frederick of Denmark. The cere- 
mony took place in the private chapel of 
Buckingham Palace. 

So far as the general public of London 
is concerned, the wedding did not attract 
as much attention as had been bestowed 
upon other royal marriages of recent years. 
With the exception of St. James street and 
a few houses in Pall Mall and Picadilly, 
the decorations were very poor. Inside the 
Marlborough House grounds, at the Pall 
Mall corner, the Prince of Wales had erect- 
ed a stand for those of his friends who 
were unable to get to the palace. 

The Carlton Club was handsomely decor- 


ated in scarlet and white, and the lamp 
osts were decorated with white flowers. 
evonshire house in Picadilly was cheapl 

decorated with a few flags and scarlet clot 

ou the front wall. The house of the Baron- 
ess Burdette-Coutts had a liberal display of 
scariet cloth along its baicony. In St. James 
street gorgeous decorations had been pre- 
pared and the results were visible in all 
parts of the street. There were also 
displayed flags of all nations, including 
many United States flags, some of which 
were hoisted with the stars down. 

Crowds began to assemble in the streets 
at an early hour in the day, and all points 
of vantage along the route from Marlbor- 
ough House to Buckingham Palace were 
quickly pre-empted. The streets, however, 
were kept clear for the royal procession 
by the Cold Stream and Scottish Guards, 
while parties of the First Life Guards 
— stationed at intervals all along the 
row 

At 11:30 o’clock, with subalterns and an 
escort of the Royal Horse Guards, the 
bridegroom, Prince Charles of Denmark, 
attended by his brothers, Prince Christian 
and Prince Harold and their supporters, 
left Marlborough House in state carriages, 
As they appeared a few cheers were sent 
up by the poptlace and there was a gen- 
eral waving of handkerchiefs. Then the 

meess of Wales and her second daugh- 
ter, Princess Victoria, accompanied by the 
Duke of Sparta, Prince Nicholas of Greece 
and a large suite, emerged from Marlbor- 
ough House amidst applause.

TAILORS ON STRIKE. 


Twelve Thousand Men in New York 
and Vicinity Out. 


NEW YORK, July 22.— Twelve thousand 
coat tailors were ordered on strike this 
morning to enforce higher prices from the 
wholesale manufacturers and to stop a re- 
newal of the task and piece work system. 
The large wholesale manufacturers were 
taken by surprise, as it had been given out 
that a strike had been deemed inadvisable 
by the leaders.

KANSAS CITY POOL DECISION, 


NO OUTSIDE BOOKS WANTED. 
Conditions Governing the Betting Now 


Are Generally Satisfactory— 
General Sport.

The local racing men and bookmakers 
are taking a great deal of interest in the 
outcome of the Kansas City pool-room 
ease because of the fact that a final decis- 
ion there will apply here. 

In St. Louis the police and the courts 
have succeeded in convincing the pool-sell- 
ers that it is unlawful to sell pools on races 
anywhere outside of the immediate in- 
closure in which the races are run. 

There are three places in St. Louis where 
races are held daily, but in no one of 
them can any betting be done on the races 
run in either of the others. 

The conditions precedent here were 28.5 
posed to apply throughout the State un il 
this last case bobs up in Kansas City, 
where a minor court decides that it is not 
unlawful to sell pools in Kansas City_on 
races run outside of Kansag City. The 
court holds that making it unlawful for 
one set of people to bet on horse races and 
making it lawful for another set te do 
so is class legislation and unconstitutional. 

The practical result of this has been that 
yesterday the Kansas City pool-rooms were 
takiug by telegraph the results of the 
Fair Grounds races evidently for the pur- 
pose „t using them in the betting there 
until the Supreme Court decides the case 
finally. 

The Fair Association is opposed, of 
course, to the Kansas City decision. Every 
pool-room and every book operated out- 
side the Fair Grounds takes away its pro- 

ortion of patronage from the association. 

‘his is naturally distasteful to the Fair 
Grounds people, as they have, by patient 
ana ca.eful work, gathered together at the 
track the foremost of Western book-makers 
and established the good name and repute 
of the track. This has only been done after 
a long course of careful and painstaking 
work, which would be all upset if anybody 
who chese to do so could open a room and 
sell pocls on the Fair Grounds races. 

The case against Texas“ Tom Walsh 
will probably be the first to reach the Su- 
preme Court and become a precedent for 
future decisions on the poll-selling law.

The deceased was one of the most prom- 
ment and oldest residents of St. Louis. Be- 
ginning at the bottom rung he had climbed 
the ladder of business success, until at his 
death he was worth a large fortune, Twice

married, his second wife was Mrs. Kate 
1 widow of the brother of Col. 
Joseph B. McCullagh, editor of the Globe- 
Democrat. Col. McCullagh had for several 
rears made his home at the residence of 

r. Manion. 

For over a month Mr. Manion, had been 
feeling indisposed. But, always ‘active and 
until a short time before still engaged in 
business, he refused to surrender to the 
indisposition until, ten days ago, he was 
for by disease to take to his bed. 

His ailment developed into brain fever 
and several days ago his condition became 
so alarming that he was constantly attend- 
ed by members of his immediate family 
and his brother, John Manion of St. Louis. 

Hope of his recovery was dissipated on 
Monday by a relapse, and at 2 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon the last sacrament was ad- 
ministered by Fr. Brongeest of St. Xavier's 
Church, where the deceased had long been 
a communicanht. 

When the last moments came Mr. Man- 
ion was surrounded by the members of his 
family, and death came peacefully and 
without suffering. 

The deceased was 63 years old and was a 
native of Ireland. When he was but 8 years 
old his parents removed to America and 
settled in New Orleans. Afterward, when 
15 years old, Mr. Manion accompanied his 
father and mother to St. Louis and had 
resided here ever since then. 

As a youth the deceased started as an 
apprentice at the forge in a machine shop, 
Industry and shrewdness stood him in good 
stead and while yet a young man he had 
laid the foundation for a fortune in the 
machine and wrecking business, the pur- 
chase and sale of boats and the like. 

This business became known as the P. 
P. Manion Blacksmith and Wrecking Co., 
and is still conducted under that name.

The deceased leaves a large fortune. 

A resident of St. Louis for forty-eight 
years few persons were better known than 
the deceased. At various times he

A great friendship existed between the de- 
ceased and the late Eugene Field. Several 
years ago the Children’s Poet wrote a bi- 
ography of Mr. Manion for the Chicago 
Record, then the Chicago News, which at- 
tracted widespread attention and gave Mr. 
Manion almost a national name. 

It was in this that Eugene Field stated 
that Mr. Manion was known to everyone, 
even to the newsboys of St. Louis. 

Mr. Manion leaves numerous relatives in 
St. Louis, besides his brother, widow and 
children. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not 
yet been made. 

The deceased early acquired a compe- 
teney, and when but 19 years old married 
Miss Jane Reilly of St. Louis, by whom 
he had three children. 

All survive him. They are Mrs. Kate 
Meyers and Charles and Peter Manion.

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A BOY MURDERER. 
William Miller, 17 Years Old, Convict- 


— .. — 
ed of the Cold-Blooded Shooting 
of Charles Murray. 


The jury which heard the trial of William 
Miller, 17 years old, charged with murder 
in the first degree, returned a verdict 
Wednesday morning that came near floor- 
ing Judge Harvey in Criminal Court No. 2, 

The trial lasted two days. The evidence 
showed that Miller on August 31 last, when 
he was 16 years old, shot and killed Chas. 
Murray, also colored, at Twelfth and Carr 
Streets, because the latter refused to pick 
up the hat of a woman which had fallen to 
the sidewalk. 

The jury retired Tuesday night and at 
II o’clock Wednesday the foreman read the 
following verdict: . 

“We, the jury, find the defendant getty 
as charged, but we recommend that he be 
not sentenced to the penitentiary for a 
term exceeding twenty-five years.“ 

Miller was charged with murder in the 
first degree, The only penalty on convic- 
tion is death. Yet the fury exceeded their 
privilege in recommending clemency for a 
Person convicted of the offense for which 
there is but one penalty. 

Judge Harvey was seen in regard to the 
verdict and said that he wou have to 
disregard the jury’s plea and would have 
to sentence the prisoner to hang unless 
he granted a new trial, as the law allowed 
no sentence but death on conviction of the 
charge of murder in the first degree.
